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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the "Response to a Restriction 
Requirement" filed on 01/12/06 and to the "Amendment" filed on 07/05/2006. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's Response to the Election/Restriction requirement filed 
01/12/06 has been entered. Claims 1-8 have been elected. 

2. In further review, restriction to one of the following inventions (claims 1 - 
8) is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

Group IA. Claims 1-3, drawn to a method of manufacturing an active 
matrix display panel itself, classified in class 438, subclass 30. 

Group IB. Claims 4-8, drawn to method of manufacturing an active 
matrix display panel with a continuity test, classified in class 324, subclass 770. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have 
different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 
806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different invention I direct to a 
method of manufacturing matrix panel display and structure of itself, on the other 
hand, the second invention direct to the method of testing matrix display during 
the manufacturing. 
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4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement 
be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
1 - 3 are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art 
whether taken singularly or in combination, especially when these limitations are 
considered within the specific combination claimed, to teach steps of: 

Disconnecting a line between the display element and the power source line 
with regard to a detective pixel prior to forming a planarization insulating film having 
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a large thickness as cited in the independent claim 1 ; and among other steps as 
cited in the independent claim 1 .
